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5 Arrested 
in British 
Rail Robbery

LONDON (AP) — Five hooded 


figures were hustled into a small 
country courthouse today and for- 
mally charged with participation 
in Britain's great train robbery 
or receiving part of the $7.2 mil- 
lion in loot. 


Three men and two women 


were arraigned. 


One of the men charged with 


robbery, William Boal, denied the 
charges. 


A detective toTd the court that 


Boal had told him during ques- 
tioning: "I am silly to get in- 
volved with this. I should have 
known better." 


The five suspects, two of them 


sisters, appeared before a magis- 
trate in Linslade, a village 42 
miles northwest of London. 


The village is four miles from 


Cheddington, where a gang of 
bandits ambushed the night mail 
train from Glasgow eight days 
ago and escaped with 2.5 million 
pounds ($7.2 million). 


The amount of the money re- 


covered rose today, with a police 
announcement 
that 
it 
totaled 


141,000 pounds ($394,800). 


Two suitcases stuffed with mon 


ey were found this morning in a 
wood south of London in Surrey 
and police began checking wheth- 
er it was loot from the mail hold- 
up. 


The three men and two women 


were ordered held! by police unti 
Aug. 
24 while the nationwide hunt 


continued for cash and confeder 


. ates. 


Reliable reports said nearly 100 


detectives were combing the Lon 
don area for members of th 
gang. 


Officially, police said no furthe 


arrests were imminent. But then 
was reason to believe the net wa_ 
tightening.

NEW YORK (AP) - Bayard 


Rustin, deputy director of the 
planned Aug. 28 civil 
rights 


march on Washington, said today 
he once had been a member of 
the Young Communist League but 
never was a Communist. 


Sen. Strom Thurmond, 
D-S.C., 


had said Tuesday that Atty. Gen. 
Robert F. Kennedy had tried to 
whitewash "the question of Com- 
munist influence or involvement" 
in Negro rights demonstrations. 


Thurmond, in his statement,, 


said there was evidence that Rus- 
tin had been a member of the 
Young Communist League. He 
also said the Rustin file included 
a 1953 conviction for sex perver- 
sion and a subsequent arrest for 
vagrancy and lewdness. 


He did not say Rustin was a 


Communist, but Rustin in his 
statement said "Sen. Thurmond 
charges me with communism." 


"I am not now and never have 


been a member of the Communist 
party," Rustin said. He said he 
was a member of the league more 
than 20 years ago when he was a 
student at the City College of New 
York. 


Regarding the attack on his 


morality, Rustin said "I am dis- 
inclined to put myself in the po- 
sition to defend my own moral 
character." 


Thurmond said Rustin served 28 


months in prison during World 
War II "for failure to abide by 
the Selective Service Law." 


Rustin said this constituted a 


charge "that I was a draft dodger 
during World War II. This is 
demonstrably false." 


Rustin reported that, as a Quak- 


er, he refused to participate in 
the war as a conscientious) objec-

Quake Lake is the name given

But there's some- 
thing strange about it. 


It is ringed with dead pine 


trees that show the high-water 
mark reached before engineers 
punched through the spillway to 
relieve accumulating water pres- 
sure that might have blown the 
dam and spread chaos in the 
Madison Valley.

out all over the lake, especially 
near the shore. Quake Lake's fu- 
ture for recreation—beyond sight- 
seeing—seems uncertain.

Sen. J. W. Fulbright, D-Ark., 


chairman of the Foreign Relations 
Committee, said in a separate in- 
terview that he believes the treaty 
is picking up votes as the hear- 
ings proceed, on the basis of a 
very effective presentation. 


Sen. John 0. Pastore, D-R.L, 


chairman of the Joint Atomic En- 
ergy Committee, said he thought 
the case for ratification is "terrif- 
ically strong. If anyone had any 
doubts about this treaty," he add- 
ed, "I think he found a great 
deal of comfort and assurance in 
the testimony." 


The three chairmen voiced their 


opinions before the Foreign Rela- 
tions 
Committee went behind 


closed doors to question Director 
John A. McCone of the Central 
Intelligence Agency on the secu- 
rity aspects of the treaty banning 
nuclear tests in the atmosphere, 
underwater and in space. 


The three committees,, sitting 


jointly, heard Gen. Maxwell D. 
Taylor testify Thursday that the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, of which he 
is chairman, agreed to support 
ratification without any ' pres- 
sure's" of "arm twisting" 
from 


Pentagon civilian superiors. 


He said they based their sup- 


port on assurances of: 


1. "Comprehensive, aggressive, 


and continuing" weapons develop- 
ment and improvement in the un- 
derground1 testing environment 
permitted by the treaty. 


2,Maintenance of modern nu- 


clear laboratory facilities and pro- 
grams to insure continued appli- 
cation of human scientific re- 
sources to these programs. 


3. Maintenance of facilities and 


resources to institute atmospheric 
tests promptly if needed for na- 
tional security or if the Soviet Un- 
ion should abrogate the treaty. 


4. Improvement of capability to 


detect any violations of the treaty 
and to maintain knowledge of 
Sino-Soviet "nuclear activity, cap- 
abilities, and achievements."
